one professional worker's salary and State departments of education preferr^ 
to use the funds for acquisition. For example, 5 percent of the allocation 
foi^ Alaska amounted ttf $5,942. It should also be noted that cett^n e?ipend- • 
itures in the administration of ESEA Titfe II could be ^overed in other 
Federal programs, for example, ESEA/Ti-tle V arid NDEA Title III. 

Categories of Acqt ji sitions

gi^Etai.* Some p\iblic and private' school ^dministf atbrs decided sigainst , 
participation lt>ecause they did not wish the5.r schools to receive Federal 
aid. Some childrjen and teachers in schools not in compliance with Title VT 
of the CTivil Rights Act could not be searved.

Tables c ^nd 11 provide data on 'the nuuiber and cost of audiovisual * 
raater±»i^ loaned to pupils and teachers as school library res5urc%s and 
otherv instructional materials.^ The total aiioiant -expended for such materials 
in theNechobl library resources category is $13*9 mill4.Qn, or About I8 
percent of acquisitions ^in this category'.^ The total amount expended for 
audiovisual materials in both categories is $l6.^ million, or about 19 per- 
cent of the entire amount reported as expended for acquisitions. In a 
n\jmiD^ of States', report^ for audiovisual materials -were provided as totals 
- rather than a breakdown mT separate items. However, a large number of 'film-, 
strips, recordings, -slides, and transi)arencies are made available as school 
librar;y' resources (Table 8).' » 

Audiovisiial materials cbcrprised 19 percent of the acquisitions^ in all ^ 
"categories for fiscal I966. Of significance is the fa^t that a larger per^ 

cent of the other instructional materials category (4?) vas expended for 
* audiovisual materiq^s than in the school library resourc^es category (I8). 
Biis is probably cbae to^the high priority placed on bi^^nging collections 
•of school library books .'up to standard. Also, in sarnie school districts, 
audioibesuai materials are not made available through school libraries or

A smaller number, '759,775 audiovisual items-/ was reported to be available 
.for loan to secondary school pUpils and teachers in fiscal 1966 under ESEA 
Title II programs. Again, this may be accounted for by the high priority 
of need given to pupils and teachers in elementary schools in some States. . 

In 8 States, the number of audiovisual items were reported as totals 
rather than as individual items. However, in k2 S-tates, the Distri^FST 
^i'^lt^ t outlying areas, filmstrips, slides, and transparencies 

accounted for about 53 percent of all audiovisual items provided iTthe 
program. The number of motion pictures reported purchased in both the 
school library and other instructional materials categories is considerably 
less than for any other type of audiovisual material. Thi? is probably 
due to the high cost of motion pictures iii relation to the cost of other 
audiovisual items. 

In the school library -resources category, periodicals and other 
printed :matter such as documents and pamphlets represented an expenditure 
Of only $1.7 million, or about 2 percent of the $77-5 million total ex- 
pended for school library resoiarces. 

Textbooks. -^Textbooks, accounted for about 3.4 percent ($2.9 million) 
Of the total amount expended for acquisitions under the ESEA Title II 
program in fiscal year 1966. mis expenditure made approximately 1.2 • 
million textbooks available on a loan basis to children and teachers in 
public and private elementary and secondary schools. • The amount expended 
is almost evenly divided between textbooks for loan to elementary school ■ 
pupils and textbooks for loan^to secondary school pupils'. The larger 
m^er of textbooks provided for loan to secondary, school pupils than 
elementary school pupils may be partly accounted for by the possibility 
that €arge numbers of .paperback textbooks may have been purchased for 
loan to secondary school pupils. The larger amount expended for text- 
. books to be loaned to public school. children and teachers, of course 
^reflects the larger total number of public school pupils than vri^Fa^e 
school pupils. 

The, number of textbooks (1.2 million) provided is exceedingly small 
in relation to the number of pupils (^3.4 million) who participated in the 
ESEA Title II program; however, 29 States did not use ESEA Title II funds 
for textbooks in fiscal 1966 apd all but one of the remaining States and 
outlying areas limited the acquisition of textbooks in the program sharply 
because of other more critical needs (Table k). 
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other InGtructicnal Materials . - The total amount,! as reporteci by.' 
State departments of education, expended in; the category-af^-'Oth^r 
tidnal materials was $5. 3 million,, or. about 6 percent of the total jamount^ 
expended for abquisit ions. Other instructional materials are .defined as 
' the came items as school library resources except that they are noi proc- 
essed and cataloged for use. The' low proportion of funds expended If or ' 
other instructional rraterials in relation to school library resourcec is . 
explained by the fact that the number of schools with centralized libraries 
has risen steadily. School library resources were also made available to 
many children and teachers in schools without centralized- libraries in 
ordar to increase the accessibility and availability of piaterials. ' Books 
account for $2.2 million^ or h2 percent pf the total reported as e:jq)ended 
for other instruct ioral materials. For audiovisual, materials in tljiis cate- 
-GO^^ the total repoited v;as ^2.5 million^ or^about hj percent. Hie amount 
expended for periodic als and other printed materials amounted to%,lpout 8 
percent of the other instructional materials category. \

The State plan also establishes a true and just cost for sucih 
ordering, essential for making the benefits of Title II available for the

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In fiscal 1966, State departments of education reported 'expenditures 
of V't.l million for processing, cataloging, and delivering services 
(Ta'bl^6 13). This represents about if percent of the acquisition expendi- 
tures and an average expenditure of about I8 cents per item for processing, 
cataloging^ and delivering the 23 million individual items of school 
library resources, textbooks, and other instructional materials acquired 
in the program. Although n© State excluded altogether costs of processing, 
cataloging, and delivering instructional materials, a few States reported 
no expenditure© for this purpose in 'fiscal year 1966. and a very small 
percentage of acquisition costs for this purpose waSv. reported in come other 
States. InNthese States, costs -for processing, cataloging, and delivery 
of materials were absorbed by the Iftcal educational agencies and ESEA 
Title II .funds were used to provide materials.

Improvement of School Library Resources 

Data on the number of new public school libraries established and the 
number of existing pubj>c school libraries expanded as a result of ESEA 
Title II programs are^rovided in Table 1,4. The 50 States, the District 
of Columbia, and the 4 o.utlying areas reported Establishment of 3,6^7 new 
publl^ school librarie^l Of^these, 3,378 were public elementary sfchool 
libraries serving 1.3 mlsllion public school pupils and 259 were public 
secondary school librari^ serving 144,774 pupils. Many elementary school 
libraries were established with Title I funds but the number is unknown. ' 
The larger number of new publfc elementary sphool libraries established is 
.due to the participation of more elementary school pupils than secondary 
school pupils in the ESEA Title II program. Also, more elementary schools 
. than secondary schools are without centralized libraries; 

Libraries have been established in 7 percent of*the estimated 47,000 

public elementarjf'. schools that lacked 1 ibraries prii)r to 1965. Of the 

estiraate'd 1,056 public secondary schools without libraries before 1965, 

25'percent have now established them. With regard to the improvement of 

existing school libraries, 42,346' public -elementary kchool libraries 

serving 13.8 million public school pupifkand 19,577 public secgndary 

school libraries^serving 8.9 million pupi|Lsi^.were expanded. Establishment 

Of 3,637 new public elementary and secondary school lit)rary collections ^and 

expansion of 61,923 existing public school library collections also served 

3.1 million private school pupils who recfeived loans of materials through 

the organization of new libraries or th'e^mprovement of existing libraries.

private school funds. Therefore, the; State agencies collected the necessary 
datg ^o compare the amount o£ State, local, and private--sc^bol funds 
actually expended for. school library materials in the base "^fiscal year, 
1^65, with the amount of State, local^ahd private achfeol funds expended 
in the fiscal year 1966, and reported^ this . information tot^he U.S. Office 
of Education.

Such 
f lucttia tions may occur when exceptionally large amounts of money are spent 
in one year because of unusual circumstances such as the acquisition of 
bas^^^ library collections in nev^schools. 

Secondary SchooIs --In the 33 States and outlying,>^eas.. reporting an 
increase in;^ local and Sta^e effoif*-*to provide school ctibrary resources for

'A decrease in State and local efforts to provide public secondary 
school pupils with library materials» from 1965 to 1966 was reported in 
Arizona^ iLlinois, Louisiana, Nevada, North DakoVai arid Rhode Island, i 
the amounts of the decrease varying from 9 cents pe^ pupil in Louisiana 
and North Dakota to $5 per pupil in Nevada, A similar decrease in private 
school effort to provide secondary school pupils with library materials 
was reported in California, Delaware, NebraJlica, New Mexico, Texas, and 
West Virginia. The amounts of the decrease vary from 2 cents per pupil 
in West Virginia to^4.41 per pupil in Delaware. 

Funds Exp en<;|ed Under Title II --Table 17 provides the per pupil 
expenditure of ESWV Title II funds for' school library ma terial^^Bik- the 
use of children irt elementary and secondary schools in fiscal yenr 1966. 
Data are not complete for all States and outlying areas. Of the 47 States 
and outlying areas supplying the per pupil expenditure of ESEA Title II 
funds for school library resources, 15 Stated spent more per pupxl for 
elemenfi^ry than secondary school pupils, 14 States spent more per second- 
ary than elementary school pupil-, and 18 States reported spending the 
same amount per elementary and secondary school pupil. 

The differences in per pupil expenditures under the ESEA Title II 
program in these States and outlying areas probably reflect the relative 
need formulas develtoped in the different States and the larger total number 
of elementary than secondary school pupils, y

The average expenditure per elementary school, pupil for school library 
resources in 1965 was $2.70. With the addition of ESEA Title II funds 
this amount was increased to an average of $5 in 1966, an increase of ^5 
percent. The increase in average expenditure over the same pertod for 
similar materials for secondary school pupils was from $3.72.'to $6,42, an 
Increase of 73 percent, ' - 

The American Library Association standard for annual per pupil expen^l- 
ifcure for aibrary books in schools havigg 250 or more students is $4 to|6 
per student.i./ The Department of Audiovisual Instruction, National Educa-

tion Association, recommends in its standards that not less than 1 percent 
of .the average per pupil cost in the school unit should be spent per year 
per student to provide for/a basic on-going audiovisuar materials — 
program.

An expenditure of '$5--$6. 50 per student means that little more than 
J one library book per pupil could be added yegrly for the 'use of pupils 
and teachers, if the funds were spent entirely for books. The category 
of school library resources includes books, other printed materials, and 
audiovisual materiaT.s, so that an increase to $5 per^-pupil for these 
resources does not indicate that national standards for school library 
books have been met.

' Section 3.23 of the ESEA Title II State plans sets forth the plans** 
and procedures for developing and revising standards for school l^ibrary 
resources, textbooks , and other printed and published instructional 
-^ifaaterials to be made available to children and teachers in public and 
private, elementary and secondary schools, as required by the Title II 
Regulations. Plans and procedures for dissemination of standards are also 
presented in the State plans. Standards are defined as those measures 
established by State departments of education or othetoajithori tat ive 
groups which are used for making determinations of the adequacy, quality, 
*^and quantity of school library resources,* textbooks, ^nd other printed and 
! published instructional materials. 

A U.S. Office of Education survey reported in 1964 that only 3 States*- 
AlAska, Massachusetts, and Utah--and the Virgin Islands did not have State 
stalidards for elementary or secondary school libraries.!/ Criteria for the 
selection of textbooks are employed l>y many States;-* however, the' number of 
States with standards for textbooks is not known. Existing standards for 
school library resources h^ave been adap,te4rfor other instructional 
materials. 



Under ESEA. Title II, many States have begun the development or rivision 
of standalsis for school library resources, textbooks, and other instr{ic- 
tional materials.

Louis iana -*A t the beginning of fiscal year 1966, the State standards 
for 4^hool* library services were very old and inadequate. measure 
against them would. not reveal. need . It was immediately seen that new 
standards needed to be adopted. As a result, a statewide committee 
spent the wimter arid spring, of 196.6 working on this project. On June 
8, 1966, the propo'sed stan^dards were submitted to the Assistant 
'^Superintendent for Curriculum and Instruction requesting that he further 
submit, these to the State Board of Education for approval. 

Massachusetts --The Massachusetts -Advisory Committee ^or Title II 
consisti«^ of 16 members, including Department of education personnel, 
was appointed by the I>irector, Bureau of School and Public Libraries. 
Membership -on this Committee inc-luded school Superintendents, a 
principal, supervisors, 'audiovisual speeialistsj li^^rarians, and a 
library school director. This Committee repr^fe^en^ed large,vi^edium, ' 
and small communities, local and regional publ ic and private schools 
at both elementary and secondary levels, and school and public 
libraries. It was the function of this Committee to assist 4:he Bureau 
in the development and revision of State stand^^rds for school library 
j^esources to review administrative polic^'. Two subcommittees wiere 
. appqp.nted whose duty it was to develop State standards for both 
printed library materials and audiovisual materials. . . . ^ 

Ohio- -The Ohio State Department of Education h^'s no quantitative 
standards for audiovisual materials or supplementary textbooks. The , 
si,chool library standards for Ohio elementary schools are not quanti- 
tative. Ohio secondary school ^ibrary standards are the only 
quantitative standards which relprte to Title II fun^s for library 
books. 'the Division of Elemental;^ and Seconcfary Education^ is* 
responsible for developing Sjtandard^ for Ohio schools. Members from 
the Title II staff have been working with this division^in planning 
a revision of stapdarda for . elementary schools. ;^revision of 
standards for tfhjfe high schools and jurkfor high schools has been 
proposed.* . . / 

A current tendency in the formulation nnd" revision of st'^ndaras 
for sch*Dol libifary resources dnd other instructional matferials is to 
include ^-^audiovisual rpa terial s of various kinds to indicate recogni- 
tion of the role of the school li^ary in- providing many types of 
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materials. In California, for example,^ new library and audiovisual 
standards have been developed during the past year^by the California 
Association of S'chboI'Lib rations for 'publii^atiori and distribution to 
schools. Other examples of this activity include :

Washingt^on --The current school library standards approved in 1960 ' 
by the Washington State Board of Education as ''Recommended School 
Library Services and Standards'* are an inadequate evaluative tool this 
year both because they need updating and because th^ ^quantitative f 
ma-te^als aspects include only books and magazines. These standards 
ar^presently in the process of revision at the dire'ction of [the State 
Board of Education and the professional school library and audiovisual 
associations have undertaken jointly th^ writing of standards for the 
entire instructional resaurces program . ^ 

Standards developed of revise^^nder the ESEA Title II program 
'have served the g6aeral purposes o/ all edu^tional standards : to 
set minimum levels below which no instructional progzTam can be 
effectivd^ and to Encourage efforts 'not only to meet standards, but 
to go beyond them toward excellence in educational opportunity. 
Standards have served as factors ^ih establishing relative need for 
the distribution of materials under the ^i^€le XI program and have also 
served as measures for determjjiing the ^relative heed of children and 
teachers for items in the three categories: -^chool library resources, 
textbooks, and othfer instructional materi^?, > , ' 

Inservice Education 

Section 3.22 of tY^ ESEA Title II Staite pLarts describes the program 
o| State administration," leadership; and supervision,* outlining the ' 
types of servi<^^^--in the way of leadership' and in^er>g.ice education * 
activities. The^ following examples show the ran§e pf inservice educatipp 
activities provided under pSE/'.

MAJOR .IRO\^ISION in the administration of the Title II program 
rciqxiires that the' State plan set, f ortii criteyi^rf ^ the jEillocat Ion of school 
library resources, textbooks, and other/ instructioxial mater iails provided 
uiider the title among chl^ and 'teacher in elementary: 6md secondary, 
schools. Section 117*3 Qf the Itegulatiops requires that the criteria 
estfiJblish, on the;^ bas-is of a comparative analysis and the applicaljion of 
standards, the relative need of children and teachers for school lilDrary 
resources, textbooks, and other instructional materials. The criteria 
established should, include priorities for the provisiori of such materials 
on the basis of factors such as degree of economic need*, qualiljy and 
quantity of such materials now available, requirements of children and 
teachers in si>ecial instructional programs, and degree of previous and 
cxarent financial efforts for -providing such materials in relation to 
financial ability. • 

In implementing the factor concerned with requirements of children and 
teachers in special instructional programs, a ni^nber of States have included 
in their relative need formulas, provision. for the development of a limited 
nuniber of model public school librariesgor inGtrw:tional materials centers 
to demonstrate good instructional materials practices, or for a limited 
nuiriber of special-purpose grants to provide instructional materials for 
tite use of children and teachers in special instructional programs. These , 
States expect the centers and programs^will not only serve the children and 
teachers in the schools concerned, but will also provide the stimulus for 
the deveJ.opment of adequate school librarj' and instruct ioiml materials 
programs throioghoixt a State and deepen understanding of the role of instruc- 
tional materials in education by providing school board members, adminis- 
trators, teachers, librarians, and lay groups with the opportunity to
